Report  of  the  School  Board. 


The  School  Board  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing March,  1890. 

The  several  schools  have  been  under  the  charge  of  the  same 
teachers  as  during  the  previous  year  :  Miss  Alice  W.  Batchelder  in 
the  North  School,  Miss  Edith  S.  Brown  in  the  West  School,  Miss 
Edna  M.  Hardy  in  the  South  School,  Miss  Lucia  S.  Carver  in  the 
East  School. 

During  the  first  and  second  terms,  the  general  attendance  was 
quite  up  to  the  average,  but  the  last  term  it  has  been  greatly  re- 
duced on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever,  measles  and 
influenza.  This  large  amount  of  illness  has  not  only  influenced  the 
attendance,  but  has  greatly  interfered  with  the  excellence  of  the 
work  of  the  pupils.  The  absence  of  so  many  at  one  time  took  from 
some  of  those  remaining  the  incentive  to  work  and  further,  the  ill- 
ness itself  has  kept  the  children  unfit  to  accomplish  all  of  which 
they  are  capable. 

In  reviewing  the  school  work  for  the  year,  we  wish  to  report  a 
commendable  degree  of  interest  and  ambition  to  succeed  on  the 
part  of  a  portion  of  our  pupils  which  has  been  productive  of  good 
results.  But  there  are  others,  we  are  sorry  to  say,  who  have  made 
but  little,  if  any,  advancement.  This  failure  has  been  due  to  a  total 
lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  pupil.  The  simple  act  of  going 
to  school  is  not  sufficient ;  we  look  for  good  results  only  where 
there  has  been  earnest  work  on  the  part  of  both  teacher  and  pupil. 
The  teacher  must  exert  herself  to  present  the  studies  in  an  attrac- 
tive way,  and  strive  to  stimulate  the  interest  and  ambition ;  here 
her  power  ends,  and  the  work  will  be  ineffectual  unless  the  pupil 
will  respond  to  her  efforts  and  receive  the  instruction.  We  may 
prepare  the  most  healthful  and  dainty  food,  and  place  it  before  an 
invalid,  but  unless  he  exerts  himself  sufficiently  to  partake  of  the 
food,  we  do  not  expect  him  to  gain  strength  from  it.  Therefore  it 
is  not  sufficient   to  send  our  children  to   school,  or  to  be  content  to

admonish  them  to  "mind  the  teacher."  Our  duty  as  parents  and 
guardians  goes  beyond  that,  we  must  instil  into  their  minds  that  the 
responsibility  of  their  education  rests  upon  them — that  they  must 
learn.  If  we  do  this  and  co-operate  with  our  teachers  we  shall  ob- 
tain the  best  work  from  both  teachers  and  children. 

Do  we  not  sometimes  forget  that  teachers  unsupported  by  us  can 
never  produce  the  best  results ;  that  teachers  unaided  will  go  on 
from  year  to  year,  through  the  prescribed  routine  of  duties,  while  if 
encouraged  by  the  constant  attendance  of  the  scholars,  much  better 
results  will  be  produced  ?

4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
support  of  schools ;  for  paying  the  town  debts  and  defraying  the 
interest  thereon,  and  for  other  necessary  charges  arising  in  said 
town ;  for  laying  out  and  repairing  highways  and  sidewalks,  and 
building  and  repairing  bridges  ;  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor ; 
for  school-houses ;  and  to  establish  and  maintain  public  libraries, 
cemeteries,  and  parks  or  commons,  and  to  improve  the  same ;  to 
prepare  and  publish  the  early  history  of  the  town. 

5.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Treasurer 'and  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  the  Town  Auditors  ;  the  reports  of  the  Auditors, 
Agents,  Committees,  or  other  officers  heretofore  chosen  or  appoint- 
ed, and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  fund  its  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  sufficient  to  purchase  a  safe  for  the  town  records. 

8.  To  transact  all  other  business  which  may  come  before  said 
meeting. 
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
